The Secretary of the Fruit-Growers' 


Association, A. W. Thompson, has is- 
sued a circular to fruit-growers, request. 
ing their attendance at n meeting to be 
held next Tuesday.

" At that meeting it is especially desired 
that a full attendance of fruit-growers 
should be had, as tlio general matters

In the coarse of a brief interview yes- 


terday afternoon with that peasant and 
pastoral-looking old gentleman, Edward 
C. Fellows, Superintendent of the West- 
em and Yisalia Divisions of the Central 
Pacific Uailroad, the >'iles and Snn Jose 
branch and the local roads through this 
city, we gathtted the following interest- 
ing information: 


Colonel Fellows is Superintendent of 


all the branches of tho Central Pacific 
west of Sacramento, including the roads 
from Lathrop to Caliente, from Niles to 
San Jose, and the local lines through this 
city and Alamrda. He has under his 
charge 400 miles of road, running eighty- 
one trains daily, as follows: Local lines, 
fifty-five trains; Central Pacific (includ- 
ing the branch from Nilee to S.ui Josel, 
twenty-two trains, and the Latbrop and 
Calinute lino, four trains.

lows was not prepared at the moment to 
state or even to give nn approximate 
guess at the number of employes unilci 
his charge, but the number must run up 
into tho thousands.
